ruled the request should be con­ 
sidered in executive session, to 
which Vorys replied that he want­ 
ed to be heard publicly. 
“The chairman has made a stump 
speech here,” the Ohioan said, “and 
I don’t want a star chamber ses­ 
sion.”

Bloom had made at the opening 
criticizing 
unidentified

members for saying they had sub­ 
mitted lists of witnesses they de­ 
sired to be beard. 
Johnson arose and told Vorys 
that "we’re going to do things in 
a decent way here if I have any­ 
thing to say about it.”

2.—The proposed levy is for a 
full one mill, not for Mrmlll as 
before and therefore It will no* 
be necessary to impose a collec­ 
tion fee after the year is half over, 
under the i-mill levy plan. 
3.—The cost to each householder 
will be reduced considerably by 
passage of the levy. Now, under 
the 15-cents-a-can plan, a house­ 
wife pays $7.80 a year. Under the 
one-mlll levy plan, the cost to the 
owner of a $3,000 home will be 
$3—a saving of $4.80 a year. The 
saving to a renter will bs $7.80 
a year. 
4.—Free collection means col­ 
lection free from all fees; no store 
111 be assessed any additional

Miss Benton’s father was presi­ 
dent of the University of the Phil­

ERHAPS relation! with Japan mmst get worse 
before they can get better, or it may be that 
they are improving while they appear to be raveling 
out at both ends. Or it may even be that there 
is no room for Pollyanna any more in American- 
Japanese relations. That is what many Americans 
greatly fear in view of the latest disquieting re­ 
ports. 
There has been an odd situation in th ie respect 
for a long time. The American public has assumed 
that there was no quarrel between this government 
and Japan which could not and would not be patched 
up. At the same time, there has been striking evi­ 
dence that diplomacy held the opposite viewpoint. 
Its attitude was manifest in the presence of the 
fleet In the Pacific. 
While public opinion in this country has held to 
the line that war with Jdpan Is absurd, public 
opinion in Japan, insofar as the Japanese press re­ 
flected it, has held to the line that the United 
States is plotting an attack on Japan. It was in­ 
fluenced not so much by what was said in Peoria, 
111., as by the concentration of United States naval 
power in the Pacific. 
Unfortunately, at the same time that these things 
were happening Europe was conducting Its latest 
•tru ffle over Germany’s ambition to dominate Its 
area and population. 
The United 
States 
found 
Europe easy to watch; Japan was difficult. Japan 
was. remote and strange. It was difficult to be too 
fearful of what might happen to the west of us 
When en much was happening to the east. 
There has been, consequently, almost no prepara­ 
tion of the public mind for the possibility of an en­ 
counter with Japan. In view of the certainty that 
part of the grand atrategy of the war called for a 
diversion In the Pacific lf the Axis could arrange 
it and of the probability that Japan, a proud nation, 
oouldh’t be backed Into a corner without belligerent 
consequences, a serious doubt exists that the gov­ 
ernment can point with pride to its handling of 
Japanese relations. If trouble occurs, there will need 
to be a lot of explaining done in short order.

Harry M. Daugherty Was 81 
/'’vLDSTERS had to explain to youngsters why the 
death of Harry M. Daugherty was news all 
over the United State*. They never had heard of 
him. 
He wa* 81, an old, sick man living on some of 
the moat exciting memories of high political adven­ 
ture any one man ever had. Despite the usually 
aanctimonioua horror of those who feel that politics 
muet be gentler and cleaner now than It was 20 
years ago because the politicians, themselves, say 
so, Mr. Daugherty was a typical product of his 
country’s political system.

AJ. GEN. W. P. UPSHUR of the United States 
marine corps, now commanding the corps base 
at San Diego, tells us that it was Gunnery Sgt. Dan 
Daly of the ’devil dogs" who uttered that famous 
cry: 
“Come on y o u --------------------- 
. You want to 
live forever!” 
It was at the zero hour when it was time to go 
forward in a battle in World war I and Gen. I pshur 
relates that Daly leaped on the parapet and turned 
to his men and yelled the words that w ere to go 
ringing down through the squad rooms of our arms, 
though formal history has dealt with the call as 
gingerly as we do here. 
Well, we have a mixed 
reading public, too. 
Gen 
Upshur was once Pgt. Daly's commanding 
officer and is quite familiar with the story of the 
man who twice won the Gold Congressional Medal 
of Honor for valor. As a m atter of fact, though he 
carefully refrains from mentioning it in his letter, 
Gen. Upshur, then captain, figured in the exploit in 
Haiti when Daly won his second Medal of Honor, to 
such an extent that the expeditionary commander, 
after narrating the details of an all-night fight by 
three squads of marines against enormously su­ 
perior numbers, and the taking of Ft. Dipite, said: 
"I believe, therefore, that Capt. William P. Upshur, 
First Lieut. E. A. Ostermann and Gunnery Sgt. Dan­ 
iel Daly (each commanded a squad), should be given 
Medals of Honor for this particular engagement and 
the work of the following day.” 
T 
HAT WtAS In October 1915. 
Daly got his first 
Medal of Honor in 1900 "for distinguished and 
gallant conduit In the presence of the enemy in the 
battle of Pekin, China,” which was during the Boxer 
rebellion when the United States had a detachm ent 
of troops in an Allied expedition. 
He won the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Cross, the French Medaille Mill- 
taire and the Croix de Guerre in the first World 
war. 
He died peacefully In bed at his home at Glen­ 
dale. Long Island, in 1937. 
He never married. 
He retired from the marines in 1929 after 30 years 
and IO days of service and became a bank guard. 
Gen. Upshur says he was a fine figure of a soldier, 
erect and military, about five feet. seven Inches In 
height and well proportioned. 
He had a strong, 
fine weatherbeaten face, keen gray eyes, firm thin 
lins, and. his former commander deelares. "was the 
finest aoHier anv cantaln could tfish lo have.” 
After Daly was detached 
from 
Gen. U pshur’s 
command he joined the famed Fourth marine bri­ 
gade of the Second regular American division of the 
A. E. F. 
He w'as wounded on the Verdun front and 
in Belleau Wood. Incidentally, he al«o was wounded 
in China. 
It. is said he was offered a commission 
but declined. 
A navy destroyer has been named 
for him and he always will be one of the great 
traditions of the marine corp*.
